and game birds are not particularly plentiful 
within the city; it was assumed the owls 
were depending upon some other source for 
meat.

(The reports said the killing 
Was apparently started hy raids 
of Watutsi refugees against the 
Rwanda government some time 
during the Christmas period.) 

According to reports here, 
thousands of Watutsis have left 
Rwanda for neighboring coun-| 
tries.
